A new  director  for  the  Graduate  Program  in  Nursing  is  now 
on  board.  Maureen  Groer  joined  the  IHP  in  September.  Dr. 
Groer  received  her  Diploma  in  nursing  from  Children's 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing  in  Boston.  She  holds  a B.S.  in 
Biology  from  Newton  College  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  an  M.A.  in 
Biology  from  Boston  University,  a Ph.D.  in  Human 

Physiology  from  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  an  M.S.N. 
from  the  University  of  Tennessee  at  Knoxville. 

Dr.  Groer  comes  to  the  IHP  from  the  University  of  Tennessee 
at  Knoxville,  where  she  has  served  on  the  faculty  as 
Professor  and  Director  of  the  Doctoral  Program  in  the 

College  of  Nursing,  a program  she  was  instrumental  in 
developing  and  implementing. 

She  has  taught  extensively  at  the  graduate  and 
undergraduate  level  and  has  received  recognition  as  an 
outstanding  classroom  teacher.

The  Alumnae  Association  has  been  asked  to  assist  Mary 
Larkin,  class  of  1976,  with  a project  for  which  she  has 
received  a grant.  This  project  is  a historical  perspective  of 
nursing  through  an  exploration  of  the  educational  process. 
She  is  specifically  focusing  on  MGH  School  of  Nursing 
Graduates  and  how  their  education  shaped  their  graduate 
careers. 

Because  the  Association  is  vitally  interested  in  compiling 
and  maintaining  the  history  of  the  school  and  its'  graduates, 
we  are  delighted  to  be  able  to  assist  with  this  project. 

Over  the  next  three  years  Ms  Larkin  will  be  conducting 
individual  interviews  with  graduates.
